Sh eriff 
Cav itt h eld sev en sales during th e 
y ear. 
Th e- y ear before th is h e only 
h eld 3 sales. Ten decrees of fore­ 
closure- were entered by th e court. 
Th is :s fiv e more th an were* entered 
in 19 13. 
Twelv e persons were a d­ 
judged of unsound mind during th e 
y ear 19 14. 
Th is number is ex actly 
th e same as in 19 13. 


One of th e surprising features of 
th e report is th e marriage and di­ 
v orce record. 
Th e div orces in th e 
county are only about twelv e per 
cent, of th e marriages. 
A total of 
203 m arriage licenses were issued 
and 
twenty -sev en 
div orces 
were 
granted 
Th e 
m arriage 
business 
greatly ex ceeded th at of 19 13, wh en 
only 100 licenses v ere issued. 
In 
th e div orces, nineteen were granted 
to th e wife and eigh t to th e Mil­ 
h aud. 
In 19 13 a total of* nineteen 
div orces were granted-—ten going t • 
th e h usband and nine to th e wife. 
Th e sh owing of Rush count y in t h ' 
number of div orces i" considered re­ 
markable as 
compared 
to 
oth er 
counties, 
in at least two counties 
in th e state th e div orce- were fifty 
percent of th e marriages. 
Th e foot and mouth 
disease 
i- 
giv en as th e reason for th e falling 
off of th e number of h unting license" 
issued during th e y ear 19 14, 
A to ­ 
tal of 242 were issued as compared 
with 339 for 19 13. 
Th e epidemic of 
foot and mouth disease put a stop 
to th e h unting and th ere was no need 
for th e licenses. 


Th e report sh ows th at during th e 
y ear just past th ree 
persons 
de­ 
clared th eir Intentions of becoming 
citizens of th e United States. 
Two 
of th ese were naturalized by Judge 
M ogee. 
Th ere were no papers taken 
out in th e y ear prev ious. 
One of th e remarkable th ings in 
th e local court, according to th e re ­ 
port, is th e small amount of crimin­ 
al business. 
Th ere were a total of 
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Mrs. Mi v ile M. Siler h as filed con­ 
tempt proceedings against Th omas 
A. Siler in th e circuit court, alleging 
th at lie bus failed t«» comply with an 
order of th e court wh en 
sh e 
was 
granted a div orce from h im on Oct­ 
ober 18 , 19 13. 
According to

complaint, Siler was ordered by th e 
court to pay h er th ree dollars a week 
support money following tin* div orce 
trial. 
Mrs. Siler alleges th at for th e 
past ten weeks h e h as failed to pay 
h er a cent and sh e demands th irty 
dollars and asks th at h e h e cited 
to sh ow wh y h e is not in contempt 
of court.

Th e time-table does not 
look much th e worse for wear, but 
th e paper, wh ich was pink once up­ 
on a time, is beginning 
to turn y el­ 
low around th e edges. 


In th ose day s th e local div ision of 
th e Big Four was known as th e V. 
G. & R. (Vernon, Greens burg 
and 
Rush v ille), It consisted only of th e 
line between h ere and 
Vernon, 
but 
connected h ere with th e Ft. W., (*. 
& L., now th e L. E. & W., for Man­ 
cie and Fort Way ne. 
At th at time 
th e branch of th e Big Four h ad not 
been ex tended from h ere to Benton 
Harbor, Mich igan. 
Th ere were two 
trains a day , one in th e morning and 
one in th e afternoon, between h ere 
and Vernon, but only one 
between 
h ere and Fort Way ne. 
At th at time 
Newcastle was not on th e map. M an­ 
cie being th e only station mentioned 
on th e time-table announcing trains 
between h ere and Fort Wav ne.

court h as nev er rendered an opinion 
relativ e to th e constitutionality

legislature for th e purpose of p re­ 
v enting decision from being giv en in 
div orce cases a few minutes after 
th e case was filed such a> was th e 
practice in many 
counties.

He mentioned he appropria­ 
tions of the last legislature for the 
« ducationnl irstiutions 
saving 
he 
had hoped that Indiana and Purdue 
universities would have been enabl­ 
ed by these 
generous 
appropria­ 
tions to do the work now done by the 
state geologists, state 
statistician, 
state board of forestry and 
state 
entomologist, so as to save the state 
the money required for these de­ 
partments. 
“ I have 
found 
that 
these universities do not eare 
to 
undertake the work in the absence 
of a specific appropriation to carry 
it on, and I am not willing to recom­ 
mend that y ou make the appropria­ 
tion” he said. 


lie recommended that the statutes 
be so amended that the state tax 
board might give direct all notice 
necessary to effect the equalization 
of assessments, say ing that it must 
now’ act through the county auditor, 
and “county auditors do not alway s 
perform these duties.” 
The 
state 
board should also be given power t<» 
equalize the valuation of property 
as between various townships of a 
county . 
County boards of 
review 
sometimes fail to do this, he said, 
“ ll is a notorious fact that county 
assessors have been known to con­ 
sent to the listing of property for 
tax ation at a gross undervaluation,” 
he said.

The Governor said he believed that 
“neither capital nor labor desires 
legislation’’ on the subject of con­ 
ciliation and arbitration. “They both 
seem t<> flatter themselves that they 
can get the better of each in a lock­ 
out or strike bv winning public sy m­ 
pathy ,” he said.

But the dev il takes care of his own: 
w’ithin another half hour what seemed 
to be sheer, bull-headed, dumb luck 
broug ht a casual automobile to Mes­ 
quite—a 
two-seated, 
hig h-power 
racing machine of 
the 
la test and 
speediest pattern, driv en by two irre­ 
sponsible way farers who prov ed only 
too susceptible to Marrophat’s offer of 
double the cost of the car—f. o. b 
Detroit—for its immediate surrender. 
The two piled out promptly enoug h; 
Marrophat and 
J immy 
jumped in; 
Trine from his bedroom window sped 
them on their murderous mission with 
a bla st of blasphemy . 
It must hav e been an hour la ter 
when Alan, checking his motorcy cle 
a s it surmounted the summit of 
long upg rade, looked back and dis 
cov ered, sev era l miles distant on the 
far-flung winding s of the mountain 
road, a small crimson shape that ran 
like a mad thing tirelessly pursued 
by a cloud of tawny dust like a g old 
en g host.

There is nothing lost by this pro- 
cedure because members depend up- 
on the printed bill instead of 
the 


reading by the clerk for their know- 
ledge of it. The provision for three 
readings accomplishes the purpose 
of having each bill brought up on, 
three separate days.
